Navy Departmeijt Reports 
on Case Long Under 
Investigation. 


Washington, Oct. 30.—Secretary Lans- 
ing aihnounced today that the navy de- 
partment had definitely indicated the 
fact that the fragment of the engine of 
war which sank the Allan liner Hespe- 
rian was a part of a torpedo. The Ger- 
man government has persistently denied 
that the Hesperian was torpedoed. 
Iif 
the opinion of United States naval ex- 
perts the fragment could not have been 
a part of a marine mine. 


The secretary said the result of the 
navy department's investigation would 
be immediately communicated either to 
the German government directly or to 
Abassador Bernstorff. 


The secretary volunteered no infor- 
mation regarding what form the com- 
munication to the German government 
might take.

The 
Hesperian sank early in September off 
the Irish coast while making her way 
to port after being disabled by the ex- 
plosion.

confederation he became 
minister of 
customs in the Sir .John 
Macdonald' cabinet 
th;it 
resigned

1873, and was Sir John's closest advisor 
j in the five years during which the con- 
servative party was out of power. 
He retired from the ministr3^ in 1S84 
e and went to London as Canada's liighest 
oottiihissioner. 
In 1887 he was recalled 
to be minister of finance in Maodonald s 
new cabinet, but resigned next j^ear and 
resumed his duties in London. 
In Jan- 
uary, 1896, he entered the s'^ir Mackori- 
iie Bowell administration as spcretaiy 
of state and leader in tlie iioupo of pom- 
mons, and on the retirement of Bov,r'Ii. 
four 
montlis afterward, 
he 
siiccecdt-d 
him as prime minister. 


After the defeat of the conservatives 
in June, 1896, Dr. Tapper resigned of- 
ñé^ and upon tlie meeting of the new 
parliament he was elected leader of the 
opposition.

Several years ago 
he went to London, intending to spend 
his remaining years, there.

Martin Luther and 
his adherents believed the Bible . to be

of the church are a fruitful and legiti- 
mate source of Christian teaching.

we have knowm.

so many types. 


Church picnics and 
school celebra-

borhood or on certain •'select circles" of 
friends. 
Political nieov^ng.s again have 
a dividing line. 
But the plowing con- 
test was for everyoody, and everybody 
came. 
The crowd that spent the day 
at the Vonderau farm this week had 
representatiA'es -from every township in 
the county. 
And 
they got together 
and spent all of the day in which tliey 
were not rooting for their friends, in 
pitting about on the ground talking, or 
playing out of door games which they 
themselves almost believed 
they had 
forgotten. 


The Old Games.

Not

coiffure, or one of spun gold, or chest-

brown, can 
save a seamed and 
wrinkled face from being old and un-

Four 
things 
cause 
wrinkles—age, 
worry, climatic conditions and an ani- 
mated expression. 
The cultivation of 
a placid temperament will help to keep 
the face smooth and unmarred; so will 
dwelling in a locality where dampness, 
and not dry winds, prevails. 
English- 
women 
have proverbially beautiful 
skins and keep them until late in life, 
but England knows not the fierce, dry, 
dusty winds of America, where utmost 
care must be given thé complexion if 
it is not to wither and wrinkled ia the 
thirties. 


Constant worry, 
as 
most 
women 
realize, makes provoking little Hues 
in the forehead and around the mouth

make wrinkles; neither does" physical 
suffering; but both of these 
rob the

mouth into lines of age and harshness. 


Much use of the muscles—even the

GOOD THINGS 
TO EAT 


BY ANNETTE ANGER-^. 
VEN though meat be very high- 
priced, and roasts, steaks and 
the better cuts not for her, 
the housekeeper feels that a 
meat dish at least once a day Is neces- 
sary to the well-being of her family. 
Not being a vegetarian myself I ugTee 
with her, and if possble I want to tell 
her today how to cut the 
meat bill 
without cutting the quality of her ta- 
ble. 


In the first place, she must make up 
her mind to eschew the expensive cuts, 
except on rare occasions, and to sub- 
stitute for them those lighter dishes 
which are usually regarded as appro- 
priate 
only for 
luncheon or supper. 
She can save money also by purchas- 
ing enough meat for two meals at one 
time. 
Two pounds of hamburg steak 
purchased at once will go farther than 
two separate pounds ordered on two 
separ^e occasions. A little more than 
half the steak may be mixed with a 
very little chopped 
onion, seasonea 
well, and made into a flat cake and 
broiled nicely, then served on a hot 
platter with melted buttei" and gar- 
nished with cress or parsley, and it 
will taste almost as well as a more 
costly sirloin. 


The rest of the meat is packed away 
in a tightly-covered dish and placed 
in the coldest part of the ice box. 
The 
next day â dish of some other meat is 
served, and on the day following the 
remainder of the hamburg is used in 
an entirely different way. 
It may be 
mi.vcd with boiled rice, a very little 
onion, seasoned and used to stuff green 
peppers, which, 
cooked in this way, 
will form the main dish f o j dinner. Or 
it may be made into a loaf with an egg 
or two and some bread cruihbs or a 
baked hash by mixing it with an equal 
quantity of boiled and chopped po- 
tatoes, a little onion, and, if you have 
them, two chopped 
beets previously 
boiled. 
Of course, for the sçcond din- 
ner the meat must be helpeà out with 
some other substance—rice or vegeta- 
bles—but it is just as nourishing and 
appetizing cooked in this way. 


If you have served veal for the sec- 
ond day's dinner, and have followed 
the same plan of-buying enough for 
two meals instead of one, you may 
chop the uncooked 
veal 
and make 
some very good croquettes with it for 
another dinner. In this way meat may 
be served every day without extrava- 
gance. 


Of course, croquettes, stuffed 
pep- 
pers or baked 
hash may 
not seem 
quite substantial enough for a hungry 
man's dinner, but 'v^th so many good 
vegetables, all selling for little prices, 
a very good and a verj' satisfying din- 
ner may be arranged. 
Especially is 
this true of the summer menu. 
In the 
'winter there are other good and inex- 
pensive but more hearty things to be 
made. 
These will be treated in their 
own good time. 


Soups are very 
cheap 
and easily 
niade. 
The meat soups come first, of 
course. 
A ten-cent 
soup 
bone will 
make enough for two days. 
Serve it 
hot one day 
iù cups with 
toasted 
squares of bread, and. If the next day 
is warm, it may be jellied. The cream 
soups made of vegetables 
and milk, 
are also nourishing and good. A cream 
soup served as a first course to a din- 
ner, the main dish of which is to be 
stuffed peppers, is very tasty and ap-

Servia, that nettlesome little Bal- 
kan siatc tJiat always has been a 
thorn in the side of great European 
nations, is being punished for being 
the direct cause of ihe present great 
European wär. Servia at last is feel- 
ing 
the 
mailed 
fist 
not 
only of 
Austria 
Hungary, but 
of Germany 
herself. 


With Sö0,000 German troops and 
400,000 Austrians in a great drive to 
go to the 
aid of 
Turkey, Servia at 
last is facing her punishment and at 
present faces the fate of Belgium. 


There is no doubt tha|. if Germafty 
is successful in this grerft drive tnat 
the autonomy of Servia will ^e for- 
ever destroyed and That nation re- 
moved as one of ihe powers of ihe 
Balkan states. 


If the Teutonic allies reach Tur- 
key (here 
is But little 
doubt that 
their victory will soon end the war. 


With such 
gigantic 
re-cnfoice- 
ments the Turks will be able to drive 
the allies from the Gallipoli penin- 
sula and also to shut off the English 
from receiving re-enforcements from 
India and Australia. It wHl aid Ger- 
many 
in 
completing 
the railroad 
from its territory 
through Servia, 
Bulgaria and Turkey to Asia Miiior 
and thence to Suez. It will place In- 
dia in jeopardy and Japan may well 
feel anxiety about-its own safety for 
there is no doubt that Germany will 
heap vengeance for the part the Nip- 
ponese have played in aiding the al- 
lies. 


OPTE €;REAT 
STBOKE. 


It is the belief of German strat- 
egists now in Berlin that if the great 
drive through 
Servia is successful 
this nation can throw 
the greater 
part of her forces back into Belgium 
and France to carry on an offensive 
in the western 
theater and at the 
eame time can free the Austro-Hun- 
garians 
to 
carry 
on their 
fight 
against Italy. 


That Bulgaria may profit by her 
share in aiding the German powers 
is evident, provided, of course, that 
the drive is successful. She will be 
given a large share of" Servia. 


Whatever the outcome, there is no 
doubt that Servia will be made to 
suffer for her 
participation in the 
war. 
What happened to Belgium 
when she opposed the advance of the 
Germans in their drive on Paris v-ill 
be a mere nothing compared to what 
Servia will have to suffer. 


More than a year now has passed 
since the Austrian Archduke, Fran- 
cis Ferdinand, and his wife, v.-ere 
shot and killed in the little Bosnian 
town of Serajevo by Garvio Prinzip, 
u poor 
student, 
which resulted in 
eleven nations going to war. 
These 
j;ations were Great Britain, France, 
Russia, Servia, Japan, Belgium end 
Montenegro on one hand and Ger- 
many, Austria and Turkey on the 
. other. Now Bulgaria, Roumania and 
Greece have become embroiled. 


This great war caused directly by 
the assassination of two of Austrian 
nobility in Serajevo has resulted in 
the loss of more than 8,000,000 men 
In dead, wounded and captives and 
more 
than 
2,000 ships. 
Of these 
about 200 were warships. 


It also has resulted in the greater 
part of 
Belgium 
falling 
into the 
handT5 of Germany. 


The loss of Germany's possessions 
a the far east. 
SOME OF THE 
BESULTS. 


A part of the Dardanelles is in 
possession of the allies. 


The Germans have a firm footing 
Jn France and have driven the Rus- 
sians far into their territory and 
have recaptured Galicia and taken 
Poland. 


A strip of Alsace has been taken 
from Germany. 


Oa the continent of Africa parts of 
territorial 
possessions have 
been 
lost by both sides.» 


Various island possessions have 
been taken from Germany by the al- 
lies. 


Italian troops have taken posses- 
sion of part of the Austrian terri- 
tory. 


Germany a»d Austrian mercantile 
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shipping has been driven from the 
seas. 


Germany and Austrian war ves- 
sels having a total displacement of 
approximately. 
257,000 tons 
have 
been destroyed. 


War vessels of the allied nations 
of a total displacement of 192,000 
tons have been destroyed. 


The greater portion of the Ger- 
man and allied fleets in the North 
sea remain intact because they have 
hazarded no open battles. 


Except for communication through 
Holland 
and 
the 
Scandinavian 
states, Germany is cut off from the 
rest of the world. 


Efforts on the part of Germany to 
place'the British Isles in a similar 
predicament 
has 
resulted In the 
sinking by submarines of hundreds 
of vessels of both belligerent 
and 
neutral nations. 


All of this was the direct result 
of the act of the assassin, Prinzip, 
on June 28,1914, but the indirect re- 
sult of financial differences between 
the two greatest nations—Germany 
and Great Britain. 


An investigation of the assassina- 
tion proved that Prinzip was 
the 
tool of a group of Servians. On July 
23, after considerable negotiations 
an ultimatum was sent to Servia by 
the Austro-Hungarian government, 
which Servia declined to meet. 
AFTER THE 
ASSA^SINATIOII. 
" A week later a general mobiliza- 
tion 
of Russian 
troops along the 
German border was ordered and the 
following day the Germans declared 
war on Russia. 
The news of that 
event was followed in a few hours 
by the announcement that ^ general 
mobilization of the French had been 
ordered. 
^ 


August 2 German troops entered 
Luxemburg and Germany demanded 
free passage through Belgium to the 
French frontier. 
This was refused 
and two days later Great Britain dis- 
patched «n ultimatum to Germany 
demanding 
that 
the neutrality of 
Belgium be observed. 
The ultima- 
tum rejected, German forces attack- 
ed Liege as the French 
invaded 
southern Alsace. 
• These events were followed quick- 
ly by an affirmation on the part of 
Italy of her neutrality, by an Aus- 
trian invasion of Servia and by the 
sending by Japan of an vltimatum to 
Germany. 
This had to do with the 


German possessions in Kiaochau, of 
Avhich Tsing-tau is the port. 


By August 17 the first British ex- 
peditionary force had completed its 
landing in France and on that day 
there began alsa a fiercc battle on » 
the Jadar between the Austrian and 
Servian troops. 
Victory was with 
the Servians and after five days of 
battling the Austrians were routed. 


In the meanwhile the 
battle 
of 
Lorraine had opened and the Ger- 
man troops had entered Brussels, 
the 
Belgian 
capital. 
A few days 
later, August 23, the victorious Ger- 
mans entered Namur and began an 
attack on Möns, defended prncipally 
by the first British 
expeditionary 
force. 
The 
next 
day ilie British 
troops began a relreat 
from their 
position and from then on until Sep- 
tember 12 the German troops under 
Gen. 
von 
Kluck 
drove 
through 
France tov.^ard 
Paris. 
Zeppelins 
bombarded Antwerp and the French 
were forced to flee from Muelhausen. 
WAITING FOR 
SERYIA. 


The Germans took and swept over 
Longwy and reached Senlis, 30 miles 
from 
Paris, 
where 
the 
columns 
swung to the eastward. The govern- 
ment of France fled to Bordeaux. It 
was then that the greater turning 
move took place and the Germans 
were driven back from Paris. 


The next important move v/as the 
recent German drive into 
Russia. 
During the activities in the eastern 
and western theaters Servia remain- 
ed more or less passive, the entire 
Austrian army being concentrated 
partly in defense against Italy aud , 
otherwise in the 
invasion of Gali- 
cia, Poland and Russia. 
Servía re- 
mained unpunished. 
The Germans' 
relied on the strength of the Darda- 
nelles 
to defend 
their allies, the 
Turks. 
However, 
when the Rus- 
sians wer« practically defeated, the 
attention of the Germans naturally 
was turned to Servia and the possi- 
bility of a great drive freeing 
the 
Turks. 


If the German drive is a success, 
it now is freely predicted in Berlin 
that the duration of the ' war will 
be greatly shortened. 
If there is a 
deadlock 
in Servia 
it is apparent 
that the war will be an endurance 
test on three fronts. It is apparent 
that if the allies are driven from the 
Gallipoli peninsula the world's bat- 
tlefield will change back to France. 


O M 
T H E 
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It Germany 
then 
can concentrate 
her forces and those of her allies, 
Austro-Hungary, and Turkey, pro- 
vided, of course, that'at such a time 
the Russians will have been ren- 
dered powerless, it is apparent that 
then 
will be 
fought 
the world's 
greatest battle, the decisive action of 
the war. 


It is apparent that if Germany is 
the winner Servia and Belgium ab- 
solutely 
will \ lose their 
autonomy. 
Germany cannot afford to be unpro- 
tected 
in 
years 
to come against 
France and England, otherwise tlie 
world war would continue forever. 
MUCH LIKE 
BELGIUM. 


While Belgium may be afforded 
9ome sort of self-government and its 
people enjoy the fruits of their land. 


ft is apparent that Germany, if she 
is the victor, always will be forti- 
fied in Belgium, will build railroads 
through that countrj' and will de- 
mand a free port of egress there. In 
that way she would be able to strike 
at France or England at a moment's 
notice and yet Belgium, then under 
subjugation, would be less affected 
than she has been 
in the present 
struggle that resulted in her almost 
complete devastation. 


In Servia the measures of subjur 
gation will take a different course if 
Germany is victorious. This country 
naturally will 
protect its proposed 
railroad through her territory. Oth- 
er possessions it may acquire will 
certainly be retained 
in as far as 
they directly apply to the needs of 
the victor and render Servia power- 


less both to start another conflict 
or to destroy German's conunerce. 


Germany at the end of this war 
will be as anxious for peace as any 
of the other nations and for many 
years must devote her time to re- 
storing the commercial advantages 
that have 
been 
lost, to the United 
States. 
In case 
she is victorious 
she will be satisfied to be permitted 
to carry on her commerce in peace. 
FATE OF 
SERYIA. 


While Austria 
never 
might be- 
come the political or military dicta- 
tor of Servia it is apparent that Ger- 
many through her diplomacy, might 
enter into satisfactory arrangements 
with Servia provided that the con- 
sent to such an arrangement could 
be obtained from Bulgaria. 
In this 


matter Germany will find hersell 
naturally embarrassed. In ihe pres- 
ent drive she has promised Bulgaria 
more territory. 
If this is Servian 
territory that is to be her reward 
there can never be hope of a final 
settlement of the Balkan situation. 
But if she Is given what she may ac- 
quire from Bulgaria then Germany 
may 
arrange a satisfactory 
peace 
treaty between the two Balkan na- 
tions. 


Whatever may be the outcome ot 
the present struggle, it is quite evi- 
dent that with 'a great drive Servia 
is certainly in for chastisement for 
the part that she played in blink- 
ing on the war. 


Whether the Teutonic forces are 
victorious or not Servia must pay 
for part in the war. 
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der the doors and we huddle up 
clost to the fire in a vain effort to 
keep from freezin to deth.

At last the great gulf that has sep- 
arated wealthy society women from 
poor working girls has been bridged, 
and it has been done by the society 
women in many parts of the country 
hitting upon the most practical iaea 
ever thought up—that of estiblish- 
ing in many of the big cities, clubs 
for working girls, with board at 
$3.50 a week. 


For years the working girl has 
been the concern of wealthy women. 
Some took up her condition as a fad 
and other® as a serious study, but 
none ever accomplished any definite 
results other than Incurring the en- 
mity of the working girl. 


Now, however, the Bociety women 
are establishing cli^s at the various 
cities and the 
working girls and 
women actually are 
patronizing 
them. Board at $3.50 a week with 
room and all conveniences of home 
Included were the factors that won 
the girls' hearts. 


Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, Miss Jane 
Addams, Misses Blanche and Ethel 
Bass and Mrs. Finlay Shepherd, 
formerly Helen Gould, are among 
the many society women and girls 
and social workers who have Inter- 
ested themselves In these clubs and 
have made successes of them. 


The sympathy between wealthy 
women and working girls perhaps 
dates back to the founding of larga 
department stores and the many agi- 
tations to, have buyers do their 
Christmaf shopping èarly so af to 
relieve ^ e poor shop girl from tedi- 
ous hours of standing on her feet In 
the closing hours before the great 
àoliday.

The matter, h o é e w ,

. taken up as a fad. A New York so- 
ciety wontan in her search for some 
new form of diversion <|Gtually found 
that girlf who itand on their feit 
from 8 a. m., to 6 p. m., actually get 
tired, that their feet are blistered 
Nind that most of their leisure time 
is spent under the doctor's care. 


Whereupon the oocieV womaii 
gave a dinner in the girls' honor and 
Invited all of her social clan to ^ ex- 


claim with her in the presence of the 
sad-eyed working girl, "poor thing, 
isn't it too bad." The girl, of course, 
felt as much encouraged as did the 
poor of Paris when Queen Marie An- 
toinette on being informed that the 
women and children were without 
bread exclaimed: "The poor things. 
Why don't they eat cake." 


The French had no cake to eat. 
Nor did the New York working girl 
profit by the exclamation of her rich 
patrons. 


The working girl returned to the 
daily grind with a hatred of rich 
people in general and society women 
in particular. 


The society wbmen of that day 
had the wrong idea. They did not 
know that they were complicating 
rather than 
solving the affairs of 
the working girls by bringing them 
into wealthy 
surroundings giving 
them a costly meal and on their de- 
parture pressing Uito the girls' hand 
a bill. It only made the workers 
more dissatisfied 
with their work 
and inspired them to a desire to be 
like the wealthy women who didn't 
have to work for a living and yet 
possessed plenty. 


More than pne girl's head was 
turned wrong right here in New 
York from this mistake of the weal- 
thy women who wanted to aid, yet 
didn't know just how to do It

. Yet that is just what they have 
failed to do—solve the problem. In 
many big ,«lties the charitable asso- 
ciation gives the family enough food 
and fuel to la»t three days. Then it 
is through with them. If complaint 


la made the charitable 
association 
shows its records to prove that "t al- 
ready has rendered efficient aid— 
given three days food to last a fam- 
ily two weeks. 


The thing in this case is that the 
well-paid workers of the charitable 
society failed to relieve the fan^ily. 
If the head of the house were out of 
work the conditions would be solvett 
If employment were obtained for 
him. If the family waa too old to 
work it were best that the members 
be sent to some home for the aged. 


So as these associations failed to 
aid the poor because they failed to 
solve their conditions so did the so- 
ciety women and other social work- 
ers fail to solve the working girl's 
condition by offering her sympathy 
and money. 


The chasm that separates the rich 
i|nd the poor, the working girl and 
^ e 
society woman must ever re- 
main. It will but harm the girl to 
bring her into an atmosphere of 
wealth and after an hour or two of 
gayety sen4 her back to her cheer- 
less room. 
FBACTICAL 
FLAir, 


What was necessary was that'the 
condition 
of the 
working girl be 


changed. 
The girls 
employed in 
shops and stores at present are gen- 
erally of the better class and but 
few of them are from the slums. But 
a girl making $5 a week must seek 
cheap lodging and cheap 
lodging 
can only be found in cheap neigh- 
borhoods. Result—Girls of refine- 
ment living in 
cheap 
neighbor- 
hoods, with bad surroundings, are 
often subjected to the insulta of 
rough men living in that same neigh- 
borhood. 


Of course it was out of the ques- 
tion to live in a respectable- neigh- 
borhood, for there room and board" 
can be obtained for never less than 
$5 a week and this would consume 
the entire earnings of the working 
giri: 


So finally some 
brilliant 
rich 
woman discovered the seat of the 
trouble. It wasn't that the working 
girls needed sympathy or glimpses 
of wealth. It was she needed a de- 
cent home. 


In every city there is some neigh- 
• borhoodr 
formerly 
occupied by 
wealthy, families, that still maintains 
Its respectability. In such neigh- 
borhoods 
boluses 
may be rented 
cheaply and expenses 
so adjusted 
that a home or club where girls may 
room and board for $3.50 per week 
can be conducted so as to pay ex- 
penses. 


So in New York, Chicago, St. Louis 
and other 
cities ^uch clubs have, 
been established. 
The rooms are 
comfortably fitted and two gisls as- 
signed to a room, each having her 


own dresser or wardrobe in which 
to place her clothing. Meals are 
served twice a day—breakfast end 
supper. 
On Sunday the girls may 
sleep as late as they wish and then 
psepare their own breakfast upon 
awakening. In each such home are 
two parlors where the girls may 
gather at night and amuse them- 
selves together. 
MAY EM'EKTAIX 
FRIENDS. 


The girls are permitted to enter- 
tain men friends uptil 10:30 o'clock. 
The only restriction is that the men 
must depart at the given hour and 
also that the git-ls introduce them to 
their chaperone. each home having 
an elderly and refined woma.i in 
charge as sort of a mentor for the 
girls. 


In x>ne home in, particular the 
trustees of the club were so liberal 
an to establish trysting places about 
the large grounds. Benches weil^ ar- 
ranged 
beneath trees 
and 
rose 
bushes and if there were anything 
lacking to make the scene romantic 
it was the softened rays of the moon. 
Wise trustees arranged those tryst- 
ing places. They realized that the 
ultimate solution of the working 
girl's problem is marriage. So they 
arranged that only gentlemanly and 
substantial young men call at the 
house.

They were eminently successful, 
for all of the girls in their club mar- 
ried successfully and more were 
taken in and prepared for the great- 
er work of their lives—for the wed-

Among those who have engaged 
extensively 
in the work of aiding 
the 
department 
store 
girls 
are 
Misses Blanche and Ruth Bass, two 
girls who came to New York from St. 
Louis and went right into_the. slums 
and started to work aiding the girls 
and in finding them good homes in 
more respectable places about the 
city and especially in private homes. 
While Miss Blanche Bass-was un- 
able at first to succeed in establish- 
ing a club for the girts she made ar- 
rangements to have them taken into 
private-^homes where they would be 
given a motherly care and yet where 
the board and room would not cost 
ovér $3.50 a week. 
IN PBITATE 
HOMES. 


She found that even in New York 
there are mothefly women who will 
care for working girls and give 
them kindly attention for the sum 
that barely pays 
the expenses for 
their upkeep. 


The idea spread rajpidly and from 
it was derived tliat of establishing 
clubs in various cities. Many moth- 
erly women were found who gladly 
took the positon of mentor in a club 


for a small 
consideration and h * 
room and board. 


It was decided that the girls ba 
given an opportunity for self-gov- 
ernment and formulate their own 
rules, the house-mother, as she la 
called, being present only as a con- 
''fldant of the girls and not as a su- 
perintendent 
or a 
disciplinarian. 
And the girls took right to their new 
mothers, the majority of the club 
girls being orphans. 


All their little secrets were poured 
into the ears of the house-mother 
and she succeeded in giving thedl^ 
good advice. 


So the chasm between the working 
girl and the wealthy woman wa» 
bridged by a practical solution of 
the problem and the 
scheme baa 
been so successful that many other 
clubs are being planned in the large 
cities.

ed "Canada's Grand Old i^an."'

Born in Amherst, Nova Scotia, July 2, 


1821, he studied medicine at Edinburg 
university, and attained success in th< 
profession in his native 
Nova Srptia, 


where he entered 
politics 
in 1855 by 


winning a seat in the Nova Scotia par- 
liament as a conservative. He defeated 
JoMph Howe, leader of the Nova Scotia 
liberals. 


Young Tupper made himself a power 


in parliament, and became premier of 
Hova Scotia in 18(54. After tuc forma- 
tiott of the confederation he became 
minister of customs' in the Sir Jolm 
Macdonald cabinet that 
resigned 
ini 


1873, and was Sir John's closest adviser 
in tho five years during which the coii- 
•crvative party was out of power. 


He retired from the ministry in 1S84 


and went to London as Canada's highest 
commissioner. In 1887 he was recalk-d 
to be minister of finance in MacdonaUls 
n«w cabinet, but resigned next year ami 
resumed his duties in London. In Jan- 
uary, 1806, he entered the Sir Macken- 
zie "Bowell administration as secretary 
of state and leader in tlie house uf <-um- 
Dions, and on the retirement of Tiowcli. 
four months afterward, 
he succuudi.-d 


him as prime minister. 


After the defeat of the conservative 


in June, 1890, Dr. Tupper resigned <;f- 
Be« and upon the meeting of the new 
parliament he was elected leader of the 
opposition. 
A few years later he re- 


tired to private life. Several years au'-J 
h« went to London, intending to spend 
hit remaining years there. 
His leave- 


taking was made th eoccasion of a great 
popular demonstration

constitutional amendment wind; would provide universal suffrage. 
New York has the additional bi»; issue of Ihu revised state constitu- 
tion, proposed by tin: stale convention organized for that purpose. 
Massachusetts has before it, tun. the. constitutional amendment for 
an income tax and thu proposal (u take over land in country districts 
to. establish homesteads for those who seek to escape the congestion 
of c'ty life.

Bervia, that netllesome little Bal- 


kan state that always has been a 
thorn in the side of great European 
nations, is being punished for being 
Ihe direct cause of the present great 
European war. Servia at last is feel- 
ing the mailed fist not only ot 
Austria Hungary, but of Germany 
herself. 


With SO.1,000 German troops and 


400,000 Austrians in a great drjve to 
go to the aid of Turkey. Servia at 
last is'faung her punishment and at 
present faces the fate of Belgium. 


There is no doubt that it.Germany 


is successful in this great drive tnat 
the autonomy ot Servia will be for- 
ever destroyed and that nation re- 
moved as one of the powers of the 
Balkan states. 


If the Teutonic allies reach Tur-

Efforts on the part of Germany to 


place the British Isles in a similar 
predicament 
has 
resulted In the 


sinking by submarines of hundreds 
of vessels of both belligerent and 
neutral nations. 


All of this was the direct result 


ot the act of ine assassin, Prlnzip, 
on June 28,1914, but the indirect re- 
sult of financial differences between 
the two greatest nations—Germany 
and Great Britain. 


An investigation of the assassina- 


tion proved that Prinzip was the 
tool of a group of Servians. On July 
23, after considerable negotiations 
an ultimatum was sent to Servia by 
the Austro-Hungarian government, 
which Servia declined to meet. 
AFTER THE 
ASSASSINATION. 


A week later a general mobiliza- 


tion 
of Russian troops along the 


German border was ordered and the 
following day the Germans declared 
war on Russia. The news of that 
event was followed in a few hours 
by the announcement that a general 
mobilization of the French had been 
ordered. 


August 2 German troops entered 


Luxemburg and Germany demanded 
free passage through Belgium to the 
French frontier. This was refused 
and two days later Great Britain dis- 
patched an ultimatum to Germany 
demanding that the neutrality of 
Belgium be observed. The ultima- 
tum rejected, German forces attack- 
ed Liege as the French invaded 
southern Alsace. 


These events were followed quick- 


ly by an affirmation on the part of 
Italy of her neutrality, by an Aus- 
trian invasion of Servia and by the 
sending by Japan of an ultimatum to 
Germany. This had to do with the 


German possessions in Kiaochau, ot 
which Tsing-tau is the port. 


By August 17 the first British ex- 


peditionary force had complete.! its 
landing in France and on that day 
there began also a fierce battle on 
the Jadar between the Austrian and 
Servian troops. 
Victory waa with 


the Servians and after -five days of 
battling the Austrians were routed. 


In the meanwhile the battle ot 


Lorraine had opened and the Ger- 
man troops had entered Brussels, 
the 
Belgian capital. A few days 


later, August 23, the victorious Ger- 
mans entered iNamur and began an 
attack on Mons, defender! prnclpnlly 
by the first British 
expeditionary 


force. 
The noxt day vho British 


troops began a retreat 
from their 


position and from then on until Sep- 
tember 12 the German troops under 
Gen. -von Kluck drove 
through 


France toward Paris. .' Zeppelins 
bombarded Antwerp and the French 
were forced to flee from Muelhauson. 
WAITISG FOR 
SERVIA. 


The Germans took and swept over 


Lohgwy and reached Senlis, 30 miles 
from Paris, where the columns 
swung to the eastward. The govern- 
ment of France fled to Bordeaux. It 
was then that the greater turning 
move took place and the Germans 
were driven back from Paris. 


The next important move was the 


recent German drive into Russia. 
During the activities in the eastsrn 
and western .theaters Servia remain- 
ed more or less passive, the entire 
Austrian army being concentrated 
partly in defense against Italy and 
otherwise in the 
invasion of Gali- 


cia, Poland and Russia. Servia re- 
mained unpunished. The Germans 
relied on the strength of the Darda- 
nelles 
to defend 
their allies, the 


Turks. 
However, when the Rus- 


sians were practically defeated, the 
attention of the Germans naturally 
was turned to Servia and the possi- 
bility of a great drive freeing the 
Turks. 


If the German drive is a success, 


it now is freely predicted in Berlin 
that the duration of the war will 
bo greatly shortened. If there is a 
deadlock in Servia it is apparent 
that the war will be an endurance 
test on three fronts. It Is apparent 
that if the allies are driven from the 
Gallipoli peninsula the world's bat- 
tlefield will change back to Fracce.

If Germany then can concentrate 
her forces and those of her allies, 
Austro-Hungary, and Turkey, pro- 
vided, of course, that at such a time 
the Russians will have been ren- 
dered -powerless, it is apparent that 
then 
will be fought 
the world's 


greatest battle, the decisive action of • 
the war. 


It is apparent that if Germany is 


the winner Servia and Belgium ab- 
solutely will lose their autonomy, 
Germany cannot afford to be unpro- 
tected 
in years to come against 


France and England, otherwise the 
world war would continue forever. 
MICH IIKE 
BELGIUM. 


While Belgium may be afforded 


some sort of self-government and its 
people enjoy the fruits of their land, 


it is apparent that Germany, if she 
is the victor, always will be .forti- 
fied in Belgium, will build railroads 
through that country and will de- 
mand a free port of egress there. In 
that way she would be able to strike 
at France or England at a moment's 
notice and yet Belgium, then under 
subjugation, would be less affected 
than she has been in the present 
struggle that resulted in her almost 
complete devastation. 


In Servia the measures of subju- 


gation will take a different course if 
Germany is victorious. This country 
naturally will protect its proposed 
railroad through her territory. Oth- 
er possessions it may acquire will 
certainly be retained in as far as. 
they directly apply to the needs of 
the victor and render Servia power- 


less both to start another conflict 
or to destroy German's commerce. 


Germany at the end of this war 


will be as anxious for peace as any 
of the other nations and for many 
years must, devote her time to re- 


• storing the commercial advantages 
that, have beer! lost to the United 
States. 
In case she is victorious 


she will ha satisfied to be permitted 
to carry on her commerce in peace. 
FATE OF 
SEIIVIA. 


While Austria never might be- 


come the political or military dicta- 
tor of Servia it is apparent that Ger- 
many through her diplomacy, might 
enter into satisfactory arrangements 
with Servia provided that the con- 
sent to such an arrangement could 
be obtained from Bulgaria. In this 


matter Germany will find hersell 
naturally embarrassed. In the pres- 
ent drive she has promised Bulgaria 
more territory. 
If this is Servian 


territory that is to be her reward 
there can never be hope of a final 
settlement of the Balkan situation. 
But if she is given what she may ac- 
quire from Bulgaria then Germany 
may arrange a satisfactory 
peace 


treaty between the two Balkan na- 
tions. 


Whatever may be the outcome of 


the present struggle, It is quite evi- 
dent that with a great drive Scrvia 
is certainly in for chastisement for 
the part that she played in bring- 
ing on the war. 


Whether the Teutonic forces are 


victorious or not Scrvia must pay 
for 'part in the war.
